feel it incumbent upon them to go about 
the world helping others to bear up. It 
is they who ask the war bride if she isn’t 
terribly worried. If she says she isn’t, 
they sigh deeply and tell her that they 
know she really is;—for her not to con- 
ceal it, but just to tell them all. If she 
says that she is, they also sigh deeply, 
and say they know just what she is go- 
ing through. They are the little rays of 
sunshine who pat her reassuringly on the 
back and tell her to cheer up—he may 
come back. 

There are certain types of humanity 
—invariably of the feminine gender— 
that prey on every war bride. Perhaps 
the most common is the inside informa- 
tion fiend. This creature always has a 
brother-in-law, or a nephew, or a sec- 
ond cousin, or something, who knows, 
on the highest authority, the most star- 
tling facts about our troops, the most 
amazing things about conditions over 
there and over here. Of course, she can 
not disclose these things; she makes you 
feel that the war would be all up if she 
let fall even the least word.
